the Fiery Demon. 


Baltimore, June 13.—Fire at an early 
hour Wednesday morning destroyed 
Hie Savannah docks of the Merchants 
and Miners Transportation company, 
the steamer Essex of the line and six 
or eight barges loaded with cotton and 
rosin. 
The damage will be at least 
♦i,OOO,OOO. 
The flames originated from some 
unknown cause aboard a mud scow 
moored against the steamship dock, 
and tho latter was very soon a mass 
of 
flames 
fed by the inflammable 
freight with which the building. 600 
feet long, was stored. 
The fire leap­ 
ed to the barges loaded with cotton 
and rosin near by, and these were set 
adrift as quickly as possible. Some of 
th e n floated across the harbor to the 
south side, and greatly endangered 
lumber yards there. 
The steam er Es­ 
sex of the Merchants’and Miners’ line 
caught fire, and soon was a mass of 
flames. 
The scene of the fire was a portion 
of the harbor backed by very extensive 
yards. 
At 3:10 the fire at the docks was 
apparently under control, but the blaz­ 
ing barges that have floated across 
the harbor burned fiercely, and the 
firemen rn de heroic efforts to pre­ 
vent the fire from spreading to prop­ 
erty on that side of the harbor.

We know nothing of the condi­ 
tions in Chicago packing houses, but 
if they are as reported they ought to 
be dumped Into Lake Michigan 
The 
packing business of our city is being 
injured by this agitation, and we want 
to make it clear that St. Joseph is not 
guilty. 
The president suggested that 
he might make public a list of these 
concerns that are found on investiga­ 
tion to be conducted in an unhealthful 
and unsanitary manner.

Md., June 13.—Ned 
I Watson, a negro, was Tuesday night 
J taken from the authorities by a mob 
and shot to death here.

noon he had murderously assaulted 
I his employer, Samuel S. Barnes, near 
King’s Bridge. Somerset county, frao- 
i turing his skull, and leaving him for 
dead. 
Watson had been in the em­ 
ploy of Mr. Barnes for the past few 
months 
Watson was caught near the 
real road station h*re about 8 o’clock, 
and though a mob bent on lynching 
him gathered very quickly, he was 
hastened to jail by officers. The mob 
continued to grow, however, and was 
in an especially ugly mood because 
of a recent criminal assault upon two 
white women by a negro in this coun- 
j ty. 
About 10:30 o’clock the officers 
tried to smuggle Watson to a traiu. 
intending to take him to Princess 
, Anne for safety. They were detected 
in the attem pt by the mob, however, 
and their prisoner was shot to death.

I.lbert Hargis, James Hargis, Ed Cal­ 
lahan. Jesse Spicer and BUI Britton 
are the nun who formed the conspir­ 
acy. 
Starting out with those statements, 
he enters extensively Into details of 
the murder and lays bare every fea- 
tur of the conspiracy and the events 
before and after the murder. 
He then confessed to the murder 
of James B. Marcum, which, he says, 
was at the instance of James Hargis 
and Ed Callahan, declaring that the 
pistol wMth which he did the shooting 
was furnishe I him by Callahan for 
the purpose. 
He says II. J. Ewen told 
the truth about the killing.

outbreak in this city and state the 
city board of health announces that 
sixty blocks are now under a search­ 
ing system of inspection and those 
portions of Now Orleans outside of 
this closely guarded section an 
be­ 
ing watched over through the co-oper­ 
ation of every physician in the city 
with the health board. 
The sixty blocks 
under 
especial 
supervision scope 
are 
in 
those 
in 
which the yellow fever epidemic orig­ 
inated or was the worst last summer. 
Each house in this district is visited 
by inspectors at least once < very two 
weeks, their duties including enforce­ 
m ent of the law that all cisterns be 
screened and general sanitary regula­ 
tions. 
A second set of inspectors in 
this same district watches and 
re­ 
ports every case of sickness, no m at­ 
ter of what nature, and makes an at­ 
tempt to discover the 
contribution 
causes to the disease. 
Mosquitoes < s- 
pecially are under continuous obser­ 
vation. 
In several cases where deaths 
occurred within the sixty block micro­ 
scopical examinations of mosquitoes 
have been made by the city board of 
health in search for the 
stegomyia 
mosquito, which is believed to carry 
yellow fever. 
In one case as many 
as fifty dead mosquitoes were exam­ 
ined with this object in view after 
they had been gathered from a house 
which had been fumigated. 
The city 
board of I aith reported that no st eg- 
omyia were found. The special health 
map. colored in red, yellow and green, 
is kept at the city health office to 
Indicate conditions daily reported by 
inspectors and precautions taken. 
Several east s suspected, to be yellow 
fever have already been reported to tho 
health authorities this year. Each of 
these has been examined several times 
by the state hoard of health, acting 
in conjunction with a committee of 
three local physicians. 
These exam­ 
inations resulted in each ease in find­ 
ing the disease was not yellow fever.

wood and about 200 feet of fence at 
state deaf and dumb and blind asylum 
for colored youths, It is located a mile 
outside of the fire limits and the local 
department did not respond.
